OTTAWA (CP) — Canada's 
butter supply “Is quite satis¬ 
factory,” the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics reports. 

On the basis of September to 
April factory outpout in 1938- 
39 . the visible and prospective 
supply for the succeeding eight 
months would exceed domestic 
requirements by approximately 
13,000,000 pounds, even If the 
demand should remain the same, 
the bureau states. 

In a report on the domestic 
dairy' situation during the sum¬ 
mer, June to August, the bureau 
says butter In storage and transit 
at September 1 totaled 55,384,736 
pounds compared with 62,004,030 
on the same date last year, a de¬ 
crease of 6,620,294. Such a re¬ 
duction. the bureau states does 
not represent a shortage because 
stocks at September 1 last year 
were abnormally high.
